Oh, sure, there are umpteen 
millions (or billyuns as Carl Sagan 
would say) of home pages that do 
nothing more than bore people to 
tears, featuring uninteresting pic- 
tures of cats, or even (and here isa 
piece of net.brilliance) links to 
Yahoo! 

Like we couldn't figure out the 
address for Yahoo just might be 
<www yahoo com> 

On the other hand, a link to 
Yahoo might not be all that bad 
Yahoo has introduced a brand new, 
funky and (best of all) free service 
called My Yahoo <http://my. 
yahoo.com/> 

Yahoo has created this service 
to allow people to create their own 
niche on the Information Super 
Duper Highway. Based upon a set 
of preferences, it creates a page 
with topics of interest to you 

With Yahoo's relatively long- 
standing relationship with Reuters 
Wire Service this service shows 
great potential, with automatic 
updates as they are filed from Reu- 


ters’ correspondents in the field. 

As well, it offers a stock quote 
option (quotes are delayed some- 
what, so it’s not good for trading, 
but it is handy to keep track on 
what's going on in the vast world 
of business). 

Right below the quotes, they 
have the scoreboard, keeping an 
eye on hockey, basketball, foot- 
ball, soccer and baseball teams that 
you can define 

I was pleased beyond measure 
when I found out I could get CFL 
information at my desk in Portland 
(I mean, when asked, an American 
will respond “y'all have a Canadi- 
an Football League? What the heck 
for?”) 

However, the soccer teams were 
part of the American league rather 
than World Cup teams, which 
would make this page less attrac- 
tive to some 

You can scan the cities for the 
weather—however, it doesn’t have 
a Canadian city listed between Van- 
couver and Toronto (“y'all have 
something between Vancouver 
and Toronto? What the heck for?”) 
And finally, the weather listed for 
Portland was “sunny,” when it most 
assuredly not 

In addition to regular news re- 
ports, you can also manage a list of 
your Internet contacts through the 
Web interface, which can be useful 
if you, say, find yourself living in 





another country with your compu 
ter back at home. 

Finally, based upon your inter 
ests, it builds a hot list of interes, 
ing sites for you to check out. 

The neatest thing about this 
service, however, is that Yahoo of 
fers a software product for you: 
Windows 95 or NT desktop. ’ Yo. 
can download a news ticker thai 
runs in your taskbar (or anywher 
else for that matter), which pri 
vides the headlines, scores, anc 
weather running in a ticker-tap: 
format continuously across the bor 
tom of your screen. 

If you double click on a topic 
Netscape will launch (if it isn 
already open) and take you to the 
full story. As well, you lauch direct 
ly to your “My Yahoo” page from 
this task bar, or perform Yahoo 
searches from this same task bar 

The Yahoo News ticker is the 
first step into what is known as 
“Intelligent Agents,” that is, an In 
ternet service that integrates seam 
lessly with your desktop.

Still, Canada is the favorite to 
throttle their Latin American neigh- 
bors. Are the players feeling the 
pressure? You bet. But Lenarduzzi 
says tension is something all pro-

“The guys are anxious, but it is 
not a tentative anxiousness. Any 
professional player, or someone 
who plays at an international level, 
has to deal with pressure.

The Central American 
and Caribbean players won't be 
used to playing in the cold con- 
fines of Commonwealth stadium 
Unfortunately a late summer spell 
of hot weather might have the Pan- 


amanians feeling right at home

Lenarduzzi prefers to discard 
the issue 

“Whenever someone brings up 
the issue of weather, I remind them 
of a game in 1988 in Vancouver. 
We needed to beat Guatemala to 
stay alive. The weather was cold 
and rainy. The Guatemalans 
weren't used to it—their players 
were wearing gloves. How far did 
it get us? After 20 minutes, Guate- 
mala was up 2-0. So, | pay no 
attention to the elements.” 

Defencemen Colin Miller, on 
his fourth drive for the World Cup 
with Canada, has seen the frequent 
disappointments of the past and is 
confident this is Canada’s best 
chance to qualify 

“The nucleus of the team has 
been together so long. We know 
the system Bob wants to play and 
how to play it.” 

Miller, who now plays for Dun- 
fermline in Scotland, was part of 
the team that qualified for the '86 
World Cup but was cut from the 
roster at the last minute. Coming 
so close was a major disappoint- 
ment, so he’s looking forward to 
another chance 

He also hopes some Canadian

Just making it to the World Cup 
final puts you in a distinct group, 
on top of the past champions, only 
a few other nations have made it to 
the final: They are Hungary, Swe- 
den, Czechoslovakia and the Neth- 
erlands. 

Brazil has won the most (four 
times). Germany and Italy have won 
three times each. Germany is al- 
ways a favorite. The side won the 
1996 European Championshipand 
has only missed the World Cup final 
three time since 1966.

ting edge was to be doing the Jane's 
Addiction/Chili Peppers thing 
These bands were like, ‘Oh my god 
you're playing punk. It’s so dead 
How could you be doing it?’ 

“Now we see the Goldfinger 
guys doing punk. I have no argu 
ment with people paying their bills 
from doing music because it takes 
a lot of time to do this. Still, see 
ing people say, ‘Hey punk is back 
where as what I’m thinking is it 
never went away. You just went 
away. I guess that's the bad part 
of commercialization.” 

Doherty believes one needs to 
remain light-hearted to keep go- 
ing. Several of the songs started 
out as jokes the band shares.

f being a musician is a creative 

endeavor, while recording mu- 
sic aS an engineer is a technical 
pursuit, Corey Parmenter produc- 
es albums because it involves “be- 
ing creative about how to use tech- 
nology.” 

The 24-year-old St. Albert na- 
tive must also be “creative” to do 
good work with limited funds— 
he has been producing local bands 
since he completed his education 
at a production school in Florida 
in 1994. 

His discography is an impres- 
sive list that includes some of Ed- 
monton's best young bands: Kiss- 
ing Ophelia, Welcome, King Let- 
tuce and Maracujah. 

Parmenter has also produced 
his own work as a member of Pax 
Arcana and Flexed Arm Hang. 

His first project for a band oth- 
er than his own was a self-titled 
Kissing Ophelia release in 1995. 

This is still a landmark project 
for Parmenter, who says the musi- 
cians in the band are “high-calib- 
er 

"We were shooting for an Our 
Lady Peace type of sound, and I 
think we basically achieved that.” 

Parmenter did the work for 
free so he could get his name 
on something that would lead 
to other work. His plan was 
successful and he's been busy 
ever since. 

He says he would like to pro- 
duce bigger bands but is reluc- 
tant to move to Vancouver or To- 
ronto at the moment. He'd like to 
establish himself in Edmonton 
first 

“I'm hoping it’s not going to 
matter where I work but the qual- 
ity of the job I do.” 

He recently established a 

project studio” of his own, which 
he describes as the equivalent of 
a basement studio in a downtown 
office. It’s called a project studio 
because it’s not open to people 
walking in off the street, it’s just a 





place to work with the bands who 
hire him to produce. All of his 
projects so far have been acquired 
by word-of-mouth, since he does 
no advertising. 

“The project studio didn't ex- 
ist five years ago,” he says. “But 
the price of equipment has real- 
ly come down. You can buy a 
decent mixing board for $5,000 
or a 16-track digital one for 
$10,000.” 

Parmenter has the do-it-your- 
self ethic common among the lo- 
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the knobs of indie rock

Successful producers he ad- 
mires are Andy Wallace (Rage

Frorenze'y. for the members 
of Calgary-based Red Autumn 
Fall, their personal journey into 
Hades wasn't a permanent stay. 

In January of 1996, Simeon 
Ross (vocals/ guitar), Richard Ra- 
gany (guitar), Jackie Duncan 
(bass) and drummer Gail Thomp- 
son went through a series of events 
which almost tore the band apart 

After the independent release 
of Charmer in November of 1995 
the band toured nationally. In Jan- 
uary of 1996 Red Autumn Fall 
headed to Toronto to open for 
the Odds 





Red Autumn Fall: Through hell and back. OK, Cochrane. 


On the road to Thunder Bay, 
the band’s van crashed off the 
road. If this wasn't traumatic 
enough, while sitting in a police 
cruiser after the wreck, another 
van came spinning into the police 
car. All four bands members got 
involved in their second accident 
of the evening, 

After those problems, they 
tried to keep going and finish the 
tour. But once the band reached 
Cochrane, Ont. the town was hit 
with the biggest blizzard in 40 
years. Red Autumn fall was 
snowed in for four days and it 
missed the spot with the Odds 

After returning to Calgary, the 
band played a few more gigs and 
then just stopped performing al- 
together 

“We lost it because it was about 
as low as we could get,” 
“We did some western dates and 
then just packed it in. A few 
months later, we had an article in 
an American industry magazine 
and things just started to snow- 
ball. We realized our energy had 
been ripped by what had hap- 


says Ross 





pened. Still, the four of us ended 
up being as tight as ever. In the* 
end, it was for the best.” 

Now the band is back with a 
vengeance. Red Autumn Fall re- 
cently completed recording a four- 
track EP titled Debutant. Also 
planned is a video for the initial 
single, “Josephite.” 

“Josephite” will be directed by 
Derrek Horn, who filmed all of 
the videos for Age of Electric. 

Bad karma may have affected 
the bands performance for a while 
but it didn’t change its style. Red 
Autumn Fall's pop-alt hooks come 
across wonderfully in what Ross 
refers to as Blazer Boy music. 

“It's music played by guys who 
go to the store and buy Brillcreem 
and hang out with girls who look 
like they're from the '60s,” says 
Ross 

One aspect which helped Red 
Autumn Fall stay in the business 
is the Calgary music scene. With 
little sense of competition present 
and a great feeling of family, Red 
Autumn Fall was coaxed back into 
playing 


“There’s not a lot of competi- 
tion in Calgary but there is a lor 
of support,” says Ross. “At any gig 
there will be at least one repre- 
sentative from 15 local acts. I don’t 
know what it’s like elsewhere, but 
in Calgary all the bands hang out 
together regardless of what group 
you're in.” 

For all the problems Red Au- 
tumn Fall had in January, it was 
rewarded. Not only did the band 
eventually come back with renewed 
energy and conviction but it also 
brought home a great tour story 

Ross remembers what hap- 
pened while they were stuck in 
Cochrane 

“There was only one club in 
town and it didn’t have a name, 
says Ross. “It only had a sign which 
said ‘disco.’ It was full of people 
wearing wing-tip shoes and, at the 
end of the night, the owner drove 
us to the hotel so we wouldn't get 
beat up.” e

Techno audiences are happy

lor Eric Chalmers, co-programmer for Vancouver- 

based Phaedra, the beauty of techno music is its 
ability to reach an audience 

The heavy-bass nature allows people to feel and 
experience the music. An emotional reaction can be 
gained without the use of lyrics 

‘The emotion comes through more in a sound 
relation and a hypnotic nature,” says Chalmers. “It’s 
like taking your music to a level where people can 
feel it 

“It goes past the level of hitting emotion. It goes 
deeper than most of the vocal music you hear so 
there is no need for the vocals in there.” 

Along with Greg Pryce (co-programmer) and 
Michael Balch (a former member of Front Line As- 
sembly), Chalmers finds the true trip is the live expe- 
rience. The effects it has on all fronts is one of the 
key rewards. 

“It's great to be involved in the techno scene 
because the theme of raves is coming together,” says 
Chalmers. “It’s very thought-provoking music and al- 
lows you to clear your mind. It can be beautiful, yet 
it can be dark and disturbing. You can take it all 
different ways.” 

Another bonus to live performances is the ability 
to test music. Many of Phaedra’s songs will never be 
recorded. This doesn't upset Chalmers; he views it as 
a means of finding the perfect material to record on 
albums 

“Quite a lot of the stuff doesn’t get on to the 


album,” he says. “A lot of the music comes from the 


_frame_o of “mind which you'fe in. If we don’t hit the 
“right fra frame of mind, then it sounds like filler music 


The more material you have, the more selection there 
is for creating the perfect mood on the album.” 

Phaedra recently released Sommiel, an independ- 
ent recording. Phaedra view the album as a chance 
to figure out where it’s at. 

It is basically a “...table-top recording which we 
did when we had time.” 

Chalmers goes on to relate how constant research 
lead to Phaedra’s intended sound. After picking out 
elements the band found enticing (the sources in- 
clude its music and that of other bands) Phaedra 
worked it into a mixture it found suitable. 

In November, Phaedra will be travelling to Arizo- 
na to record its second CD. With a planned Decem- 
ber release, Chalmer's choice for the recording lo- 
cale is based purely on logic. 

“What we're trying to achieve with the second 
album is a desert theme. What better place to create 
a desert theme than the desert?” 

One wouldn’t guess at Chalmers’ passion for tech- 
no once if he/she knew his other commitment. He is 
the drummer for Waiting for God, a Vancouver based 
electro-industrial outfit. 

The two bands aren't very compatible, which suits 
Chalmers just fine. His biggest concern is keeping 
the two as separate as possible. 

“I like being involved in both,” says Chalmers 
“It's hard keeping my priorities and juggling both 
bands but they are two separate worlds. With Wait- 
ing for God I can play drums, which I was trained in 
originally, and that’s fun. With Phaedra it’s more 
one-on-one and you can take the audience on a jour 
ney which they can dance to. Also, it’s unfair to one 
band if I’m automatically including the other.” e

With over a decade’s worth of 
punk heritage, the band has ties 
to the old school of punk rock. 
Russ Rankin (vocals), Chuck Platt 
(bass), Luke Pabich (guitar) and 
new drummer "Chuck" all agree 
they shouldn't just talk about 
nothing. 

“What always attracted me to 
punk was that it was a medium of 
communication,” says Rankin. 

People had ideas and were will- 

ing to express 
themselves. Mu- 
sic was the me- 
dium they used 
That's how I al- 
ways looked at 
my band. I've 
got thoughts, 
opinions, and 
this is my forum 
to express them 
in, Some people 
write books or 
do editorials in 
magazines. This 
is my outlet and 
I feel that if I'm 
not trying to get 
across some- 
thing which is important or mean- 
ingful, at least to me, then I'm 
wasting the medium. If I didn’t 
have something worthwhile to say 
then I'd probably have a really 
hard time writing songs.” 

Hearing a message is what at- 
tracted Rankin to the genre. Lis- 
tening to bands like Dead 
Kennedys formed his vision of the 
medium. Sharing his beliefs is vi- 
tal to his creative technique. 

Good Riddance believes words 
are not enough. Part of the pro- 
ceeds from their albums goes to 
Food Not Bombs. They also have 
information and ideas for reference 
material on vegetarianism printed 
inside the album. It’s important for 
the band members to stand behind 
their ideals. Good Riddance hopes 
‘ts actions will influence people in- 
terested in the band’s music. 

“Donating money to Food Not 
Bombs was a band decision,” says 
Rankin. “It was something we all 
felt good about because that’s an 
Organization we really believe in. 
[t seems these days that there is a

These Unplugged albums often serve 
asa difficult test of an artist's songwrit- 
ing ability. They are a chance to deter- 
mine if songs can stand up to scrutiny 
without the distortion pedals and Mar- 
shalls turned up to 11. 

Nirvana's Unplugged in New York, 
for example, demonstrated that many 
of Kurt Cobain’s efforts were actually 
better than they sounded on albums 
like In Utero—songs like “Pennyroyal 
Tea” become haunting when the lyrics 
were sung rather than screamed. 

Alice In Chains don’t do as well on 
the Unplugged test, but it’s difficult to 
tell in this case whether it’s a problem 
with their songwriting or an inability to 
adapt to the format. 

Many of the tracks here, including 
“No Excuses” and “Would?” (from the 
Singles soundtrack) work well. The 
problem with the album lies in the lack 
of variance 

Songs blend together too much, 
each performed with similar pacing 
and arrangements 

This MTV show is a tremendous 
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idea, but one that succeeds only when 
artists fuly exploit the freedom it pro- 
vides. Alice in Chains don’t take this 
musical journey anywhere near its pos- 
sible conclusions.

The latest offering from Hitchcock

Drums are to be found on but a 
couple of the dozen songs on the disc 

Moss Elixirisn’t a traditional album 
in the sense that it was recorded with 
the same band and producer all in the 
same studio for a two-three week run. 
Instead, Hitchcock chose to spread him- 
self through three different studios and 
worked with different producers, The 
most predominant is Pat Collier, who 
helped give the Wonder Stuff their 
signature celtic-alternarock sound 
Another notable knob-twiddler is Seat- 
tle-guru Calvin Johnson (Beat Happen- 
ing, The Halo Benders), who worked 
with Hitchcock at Dub Narcotic studi- 
os for “Man With a Woman's Shadow.” 
It isn’t the type of song Johnson is 
accustomed to workingon—it isasweet 
whiskey-soaked ballad, the kind of song 
you dedicate not to one you love, but 
an ex-girlfriend. 

Hitchcock has, for the most part, 
shaken off his band (the Egyptians) and 
created an album of wonderfully craft- 
ed folk music. Hitchcock also wrote a 
shortstory which appears in the album 
liner notes. In fact, the fiction is about 
all there is to the liner notes. Ah, all the 
well. With Brit-lit now back in vogue 
thanks to Irvine Welsh and James Kel- 
man, a little more drunken stream-of- 
consciousness writing couldn’t hurt,

outside of this package and you w 
realize that Discipline Global Mobile | 
more than a vehicle for releasing live 
recordings, most of which are of Fripp- 
related projects. 

The liner.notes examine and chal 
lenge the business law and ethics tha 
governs copyright and the practice o/ 
publishers and various other entities 
who chip away at the artist’s royalties 

Fripp’s notes on the rigors of the 
road and disagreements with promot 
ers and record company representa 
tives over appropriate expenses, etc 
will probably strike a chord with any 
musician. 

While “official bootleg” may seen 
an oxymoron, the conditions under 
which these performances were re 
corded were very basic, with mikes 
placed at the back of the performanc: 
rooms, therefore subject to the same 
amount of crowd noise as real bootleg 
often are. 

David Singleton has done a re 
spectable job of salvaging the perform 
ances, though I suspect he wasn’t work 
ing with something as rough as the 
Velvet’s “Live at Max’s Kansas City.’ 

So this, perhaps historic, perform- 
ance of Fripp’s discotronic, “semi-pro,” 
pick-up band, the League of Gentle- 
man never really happened, which is 
probably why the title cut of this en- 
tirely instrumental dance album recurs 
like thematic glue. 

Fripp’s guitar playing is noticeab!) 
stellar next to the rudimentary bass 
and drum work of Sara Lee and Johnny 
Toobad. 

The group was notable for catching

B. Lowe and Paul Morgan Donald tie together 
the strands of dramaturgical genius.

I took Minh Thanh Nguyen 16 months of 
full-time work to complete his new book, 
writing it by hand and then typing up a 
second draft because he had no access to a 
computer. But Nguyen had plenty of time for 
the painstaking process—he was in jail at the 
time 

His book isn't about his experience in 
jail, or about the drug trafficking that landed 
him there. In fact, it does not mention the 
fact that he served time at all 

Nguyen’s book, Leaving Vietnam, is the 
autobiography of a young man growing up 
during the Vietnam war, who in the years 
after the conflict flees the communist coun- 
try for Canada and freedom 

It is a moving account, describing the 
way young and poor Vietnamese preyed upon 
the American servicemen for money and 
food 

Nguyen fled the country by boatin 1980, 
eventually winning refugee status in Cana- 
da. He was ordered to settle in Regina and 
has lived there ever since 

He says his troubles with the law sprout- 
ed from his situation when he first arrived 

He left his family behind (his wife and chil- 
dren eventually made it to Canada too) and 
knew no one 

Unemployable because he spoke no Eng- 
lish, he took a job in a bar that dropped him 
into a circle of criminal activity 

He was sentenced to four years for traf- 
ficking in 1989, but was released in 1992 

Writing this book was a way to finally 
turn his life around, but that was only one of 
many reasons 

“The first reason | wrote it was for per- 
sonal development,” he says. “By writing it!

could improve my English. | also had a story 
that was not just for myself but for others 
who had made a similar journey. But | 
thought, ‘it if doesn't get published, it ll be 
for my children.” 

Nguyen also believes books like his can 
promote understanding between cultures 

“Lalso did it so people could understand 
Vietnamese people more. People think we 
came here for economic reasons, but we lef 
for politics. 

"My father had a really high rank in the 
army, and I had a good chance to get : 
high rank too. Other people did the sanx 
thing.” 

His father, whom he has only spoken to 
twice since arriving in Canada in 1980, got a 
rough ride from the authorities after his son 


* fled, another factor that made Nguyen’s de- 


parture difficult. 

“He got fired after I left. He told me h¢ 
retired, but I don’t think so. He probably 
really lost face.” 

Nguyen fled Vietnam in a small fishing 
boat with 13 otherrefugees. They were fired 
on by border guards, refused boarding by a 
number of ships and came close to capsizing 
ina storm before reaching a refugee camp ir 
Indonesia. 

A story with this much drama makes a 
compelling read. 

“So many Vietnamese people live around 
the world. They left family and friends anc 
risked their lives to escape. Some of then 
would like to tell their stories but they don:

Everything from playful images 
to serious artistic statements are 
encompassed. Featuring a group 
of local photographers, referred to 
as the Group of Several, the exhibit 
(akes you on a limited tour of the 
realm of photography. 

Each artist presents their own 
interpretation of what the art form 
stands for and how it should be 
used 

The photographs of Michael 
Bayans explore two concepts. First, 
he plays with the interaction of 
geometry and how the lines of var- 
ious objects interact.

lL enjoy television. I even enjoy 
bad television, though those two 
things pretty much go together 
That is, ifyou enjoy television, you 
must enjoy bad television. But The 
Brady Bunch? 

I suspect the films are more 
entertaining than the TV show ever 
was, since the trick of the movies is 
to have this happy, carefree, day- 
glo blended family living blissfully 
in the tough, unforgiving, leathery 
90s. This leads to any number of 
confrontations as the sitcom fami- 
ly comes face to face with oppor- 
tunistic reality. 

The form this reality takes is 
mostly in the form of Tim Mathe- 
son, who poses as Carol Brady’s 
long-lost, presumed dead husband 
The fact he is taller, with a differ- 
ent voice and looks nothing like 
her husband in no way causes Car- 
ol to doubt he is who he says he is. 

Most of the humor comes from 
this situation as Matheson tries to 
ingratiate himself with the Bradys 
in order to get his hands on a $20 
million sculpture that Carol's real 
husband sent her just before he 
went missing. 

At one point he is accidentally 
fed his own magic mushrooms by 
the Brady’s housekeeper Alice, as 
he refuses to eat her meat loaf. He 
realizes what has happened and 
blurts out: “Oh my God, I'm trip- 
ping with the Bradys” before pass- 
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These kids have style to burn. Really, don’t you just want to burn those outfits? 


ing into a day-glo cartoon fantasy 
that is really pretty funny. 

But that is the problem with 
this film. Once you get past the 
humor inherent in the concept—a 
sitcom family in real life—there is 
really not all that much that is 
funny. In fact, the whole thing be- 


There are funny bits. Matheson 
in particular is humorous, espe- 
cially when he gets drawn into the 
Brady kids’ impromptu song and 
dance routines—but they are not 
that fanny.

Two Deaths is his latest film and while I'm certain it deals with an Issue, 
!m not quite certain what that Issue is. Is it obsession? Abuse of power? 
Is it both? 

Based on the book by Stephen Dobyns—The Two Deaths of Senora 
Puccini—the film takes place in Romania just as Nicolae Ceausescu is 
being forced from power. Three friends meet at the opulent home of 
Doctor Pavenic, a man who is very well connected to the regime and lives 
4 luxurious life.

Soon, the truth is revealed about the nature of his relationship with the 
housekeeper—which turns out to be particularly ugly 

As a film, Two Deaths suffers from the theatrics of the situation 
Everything, with the exception of a few minutes worth of flashbacks, takes 
place in the doctor's house 

On the other hand, this does lend a sense of societal claustrophobia, 
being trapped in a situation (the imminent collapse of a particularly 
repressive government) beyond one's control. 

The obvious parallel, between the doctor's abuse of his power to 
control the woman and Ceaucescu’s abuse of power to control Romania, 
is a trifle too obvious—and the ending doesn't even maintain the theme. 
The ending leaves the viewer with the unpleasant feeling that something 
has been left out, some vital bit of historic information only the filmmaker 
had access to. 

Regardless, Two Deaths is entertaining on both a filmic and an 
intellectual level. In particular, the clever cinematography—Roeg began 
his career as a cameraman—makes this film worthwhile. Everything is 
murky and ill-lit and the camera conspires with the shadows, only hinting 
at things best left unseen or unknown e

Wee: to the Dolibouse is 
probably the bleakest, most 
depressing, unrelentingly real 
coming-of-age film that has ever 
been made 

it has been described as a black 
comedy, but there is nothing in it 
that's humorous. The only relief 
might come from the thought that 
one’s own school days were not 
quite as bad as this. 

Winner of the Grand Jury prize 
at this year’s Sundance Film Festi- 
val, Dollbouse follows a few days 
in the life of 11-year-old Dawn. 
Dawn is in junior high and as her 
principal puts it at one point, she 
is “having social problems.” 

It's an understatement that can 
only be compared to describing 
someone with a terminal illness as 
feeling “under the weather.” 

In the first few moments of the 
film, Dawn is harassed by some 
cheerleaders, is accused of being a 
promiscuous lesbian and, while 
attempting to rush to the aid of a 
boy getting beaten up, is almost 
beaten up herself. 

Dawn's home life is no better; 
she is just as out of place with her 
family as she is at school. Her fa- 
ther always gives in to her mildly 
psychopathic mother. Both parents 
much prefer her younger sister, a 
ballerina who is treated as though 
she were some priceless dancing 
ornament. Dawn also has an older 


brother literally obsessed with pad- 
ding his resumé to get intoa recog. 
nized university. 

Dawn gets involved with an old 
er, “mature” boy who is playing in 
her brother’s band in exchange for 
some tutoring. Dawn also gets in 
volved with a 13-year-old delin 
quent when she basically agrees tc) 
let him rape her. Dawn is respon 
sible for her sister getting kid 
napped. 

Dawn is played, in a remarka 
bly unmannered, straightforward 
way, by Heather Matarazzo. Todd 
Solondz wrote, produced and di- 
rected. 

The film has that same sort of 
gritty, cinema verité feel that makes 
it obvious this is the sort of schoo! 
life Solondz had. It’s a wonder he 
survived to go on making films 

Ona certain level, one hard to 
get due to the unrelenting grim 
ness, Dollbouse becomes a satir« 
but itis a satire that makes its point 
through angst and sadness rather 
than humor and laughter. As a sat 
ire, it takes as its object life in the 
suburbs, young life in particular 
and it is possible to recognize the 
skewering of New Jersey suburban 
living. 

Dollhouse is a remarkable little 
film. Remarkable not only because 
of the performance of its young 
star but also because of its depic- 
tion of real life as satire.
